15 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
16 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

17 Article 2B - Alcohalic Beverages

19 (b) (1) It shall be unlawful for any person to drink on the licensed premises
20 of any license holder any alcohalic beverages not purchased from the license holder on

21 said premises and not permitted by this article to be consumed on the premises; and
22 it shall be unlawful for any license holder to permit any person to drink any alcoholic
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1 beverage not purchased from the said license holder on the premises covered by the
2 license which he holds and not permitted by this article to be consumed on the
3 premises.

4 2 This subsection does not apply to special or temporary licensesin

5 Carroll County.

6 ©)] This subsection does not apply to licensesissued under § 7-101(k) of

7 thisarticle for a dance or social event:

8 (i) Advertised as being "bring your own" (BY O); or

9 (i) Held on the premises of the licensee by a member or by a guest

10 of amember of the club, fire department, or other organization which islicensed.

11 4 Paragraph (1) of this subsection does not apply in Howard County to
12 dances, weddings, fundraisers, or other social eventsheld in ahall that isrented from

13 andislocated on the premises of a veterans organization which islicensed under this

14 article. However, the veterans organization may not sell or otherwise provide

15 acoholic beverages to the attendees of the dance, wedding, fundraiser, or other social

16 event.

17 (5) Notwithstanding any other provision of thisarticle, paragraph (1) of
18 this subsection does not apply to a Class 4 limited winery which brings wine

19 manufactured on its licensed premises onto aretail licensed premises under the

20 following conditions:

21 (i) The product is being provided for a bona fide promotional
22 activity conducted by the limited winery, retail licensee, alcoholic beverages trade
23 association, or nonprofit organization;

24 (i) A representative of the limited winery, or atrade association
25 representing Maryland wineries, ispresent at al times during the period of the
26 promotional activity;

27 (iii) Any unopened or partially consumed containers of wine are
28 removed from theretail licensed premises at the conclusion of the promational
29 activity,

30 (iv) The limited winery or winery trade association complies with
31 any rules or regulations promulgated by the Comptroller pertaining to on-premise
32 promotions and product sampling; and

33 (V) The limited winery or winery trade association has the advance
34 written permission of theretail licensee to bring wine products on the retail licensed
35 premisesfor purposes of the promotiona activity.

13 (D) THE CONTINUING CARE RETIREMENT COMMUNITY

14 1 ISOPERATED BY A NONPROFIT ORGANIZATION FOR THE
15 CONTINUING CARE RETIREMENT OF PERSONS AT LEAST 60 YEARS OLD;

16 2. HAS BEEN INCORPORATED FOR AT LEAST 1 YEAR;

17 3. HAS OBTAINED A CERTIFICATE OF REGISTRATION FROM

18 THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF AGING UNDER ARTICLE 70B, § 11 OF THE CODE; AND

19 4. PREPARES AND SERVES MEALS DURING REGULAR
20 OPERATING HOURS TO RESIDENTS AND THEIR GUESTS.

21 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
22 June 1, 2004.
